MORRILLTON, Ark., April 19,.—Flanagan 
Thornton, the negro who killed Constable 
Charles Pate at Menifee, this county, about 
two weeks ago, was taken from jail last 
night about 11 o’clock and lynched by a 
mob of masked men. Yesterday at a 
special term of the Circuit Court a Grand -· jury 
indicted Thornton for murder in the second 
degree. This was a surprise as everybody 
thought it a clear case of murder in the first 
Gegree. Preparations were made, a jury 
summoned, and the case was to come up for 
for trial to-day. The jallor said 
the mob numbered about twenty 
men and they were masked. They 
came to the Sheriff's office, unlocked the 
door and came in, and at the point of a pistol 
demanded the keys tothe cage in which 
Thornton was confine i. He was 
tagen out of the  Court-house and 
across the railroad track, and swung up in 
front ofa store toasign. He was frst swung 
toa signin front of C. T. Black's store, but 
the sign breaking down, his body and hea. 
were then shot full of holes and he was 
then dragged some twenty feet, swung up 
again and the body left hanging. 

The Coroner’s jury impanelled to-day to in- 
‘ pstigate the lynching of Thornton ad journed 
till Friday to secure attendance of witnesses 
who left on the train last night. No verdict 
will be returned until the witnesses are 
heard. The identity of members of the mob 
ig not known.

Counsel for the United States Still Before 
the Behring Sea Court. 


Paris, April 19.—J. O. Carter of counsel for 
the United States in the proceedings before 
the Behring Sea tribunal of arbitration, 
makes a request that publicity be given to 
the following statement: 

Yesterday Mr. Carter complained tothe Baron de 
Courcelles. President of the Tribunal of Arbitration, 
of a misrepresentation of his remargcsin his report 
of last Fridays proceedings, as published in the 
London Times.

Grace and Ada, which opinion widely reviewed the 
claime in relation to Behring Sea and the evidence 
im support of those claims and direeted that judg- 
ment of forfeiture be issued against the vessels. 

In resuming his argument before the tri- 
bunal of arbitration to-day, Mr. Carter 
Glaimed that the seals wete not fera nature, 
but private property when nourished and 
tended by man. Mr. Carter quoted cases in 
support of this contention and notably those 
of Morgan vs. the Earl of Abergavney, which 
resulted ina decision that deer were private 
property similarto bees and swans, being 
wild until cultured. The seals frequenting 
the Pribyloff Islands were, Mr. Carter con- 
tended, guarded and cherished by the United 
States and therefore a species of husbandry 
was formed giving a property right tothe 
seals.

LIMITED MANHOOD SUFFRAGE, WITH 
PLURAL PROPERTY VOTING. 


Legislators, Foroed to Do Something, 
Passa Bill With Amendments—En- 
glish Opinion of Trans- Asiatic Tele- 
graph Lines—A Chilian Cabinet to Be 
Formed by Errasuris — Celebrating 
Disraeli’s Birthday in England. 


BRUSSELS, Belgium, April 19.—Yesterday’s 
vote in the Chamber of Deputies reversing 
the former action of that body and granting 
universal suffrage practically as demanded 
by the workingmen has completely allayed 
the agitation among the industrial popula- 
tion. The strikers here, at Antwerp and 
other places generally resumed work this 
morning and no further trouble is appre- 
hended. 

The Belgian rioters have gained their 
point. At Mons, Antwerp and other cities 
several skirmishes with loss of life took 
place yesterday and the streets of this city 
for a half-mile-on either side of the 
King’s palaces and Parliament buildings 
were filled withthe regulars, infantry and 
cavalry. Fully 20,000 Socialists formed a pha- 
lanx outside the city to await the actign of 
the House of Deputies on the universal suf 
frage act. This body, at least the Govern- 
ment’s supporters, were in favor of ignoring 
the measure but the Liberalists and extr®me 
moderates, heretofore its opponents, moved 
its adoption.

The Socialists 
expected that all citizens 21 years and more 
would be allowed suffrage. 


THE CHINESE RUSSIAN TELEGRAPH LINB. 

LoN DON. April 19.—A statement was recently 
published in New York and cabled to London 
to the effect that news had been received at 
Vancouver from China that the Chinese land 
telegraph lines had been joined with the 
Russia system and that messages could now 
be sent throughout the world from China by 
Chinese lines, the cost being 15 per cent less 
than by cable. The facts in the matter are 
stated by the cable officials to be as follows: 

The Chinese and Russian systems were 
joined and opened to the Pacific as long ago 
as Marchi. The rates by this route are ex- 
actly the same as the cables, although the 
Chinese for the present collect a slightly 
lower charge on messages from China than 
the cable companies, owing to depreciated 
exchange from Europe and America to 
China. There ts absolutely no difference in 
Telegrams trans- 
mitted by the Russian- Chinese lines have at 
times been much delayed through de- 
fective and irregular working and 
have taken as many days as they 
would hours ff sent by the cables: con- 
sequently great dissatisfaction is being ex- 
pressed by the firms who have recelved mes- 
Sages by the new route. 


DISRAELI’S BIRTHDAY. 

Lonpon, April 19.—To-day is the twelfth 
anniversary of the death of Benjamin Dis- 
raeli, Earl of Beaconsfield. The Primrose 
League, formed to perpetuate the memory of 
the great Jewish leader, observed the day in 
the usual manner. Members of the league in 
London and in the provinces each wore a 
bunch of primroses. The Beaconsfield statue 
in this city was wreathed with the late Earl’s 
favorite flowers, and the base was sur- 
rounded with beautiful floral designs. 
Crowds of people are standing about the 
statue admiring the display.

CLEVELAND’S SHARP RETORT 


A Friend of Dalton’s Has an Interview 
With the President. 


Notwithstanding the fact that Col. Rich- 
ard Dalton of Rallis County, Mo., after his 
defeat for the nomination for Governor of 
Missouriat the Jefferson City convention, 
was indorsed for Surveyor of the St. Louls 
Port by the Democratic State Committee, 
his friends, who have for weeks past 
been working for him night and day with the 
hope of securing for him the appointment, 
have abandoned all hope of securing the 
coveted plum and have given itout that itisa 
matter of conjecture as to who will receive 
the appointment. 

While for half a century past a local man 
has been appointed to the position to which 
Mr. Dalton aspires, it was thought that 
a strong pressure could be brought to bear 
upon Mr. Cleveland to have him appoint Mr. 
Dalton, even though he did reside ninety 
miles from St. Louis, inasmuch as he had 

rformed such yeoman service for the 

emocratic party in Missouri during the 
recent campaign. Those who were not r. 
fectly familiar with Mr. Uleveland’s tactics 
were confident that with Mr. Dalton's in- 
dorsements, supported by Senators Vest and 
Cockrell and Congressman Champ Clark of 
the Ninth District, that the Ralls County 
statesman would freceive the appoint- 
ment of Surveyor of the St. 
Louis port without any question. It is 
alleged that those parties who reasoned 
thusly exercised good judgment and would 
have lived to see their most sanguine ex- 
pectations realised if it had not been for 
Senator Vest, who, it is said, urged Mr. 
Cleveland to delay the appointment until 
after the spring election in St. Louis, main- 
taining thatthe appointment of anyone at 
that time would probably injure the pros- 
pects of the Democratic ticket in the local 
election.

Habitual Criminals in Ohio Will Spend 
Their Time in Jail. 


CLEVELAND, O., April 19.—The Hildebrand 
Cumulative Sentence bill which passed the 
Ohio General Assembly last week, is the most 
important work-house legislation enacted 
in the United Statesthis winter. It marks a 
distinct innovation in the management of 
public work-houses and is of wide interest in 
its Dearing upon the progress of prison 
reform. 

The Hildebrand law proposes to apply the 
habitual criminal) — ple. The second 
sentence ot any culprit is to be twice that 
of the first and the third twice as long as the 
second. After the third conviction the mis- 
demeanant can be sentenced from one to 
three years, at the discretion of the court. 

The purpose is to give the prisoner time to 
reform and learn a useful trade, while sav- 
ing the public the large expense of his 
1 arrests and Feconvietions. It is

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NOT POLITICAL REFUGEES, 


Minister Egan Must Surrender Fuentes 
and Holley to ths Chilians. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 19.—Much im- 
portance attaches to the outcome of the 
latest Chillan incident in whieh|Minister Egan 
gave asylumto two Balmacedist refugees. 
Col. Fuentes and Blanlo Holley. Secretary 
Gresham, it is stated on good authority, has 


cabled Egan to surrender these mento the 
Chilian Government. 

Col. Fuentes and Blanlo Holley were fol - 
lowers ot Balmaceda. Fuentes was an offi- 
cer ofthe Baimacedan army. Upon the 
death of Balmaceda both men disappeared 
for a time from Santiago. Last January the 
Chillan secret police discovered a conspiracy 
to blow up certain buildings in the capital 
and to incite a riot. The only individuals 
against whom anything could be proved were 
Fuentes and Holley, and they were arrested 
and indicted for conspiring to blow up pub- 
lic buildings. Holley was released under 
heavy ball furnished by wealthy Balmace- 
dists, but Fuentes was committed to jail. 
He broke jali and led to Southern Chili ac- 
companied by Holley, who forfeited his bail. 
re to recapture Fuentes and Holley 

alled. 

Early in the present month officers of the 
C hillan Government were warned of another 
plot to destroy the principal public buildings 
in Santiago. This .conspiracy was investi- 
= and it was discovered that Fuentes and 

olley had returned from the South and 
were again at work. Their confederates 
notified them that they were under police 
surveillance and they fied to the American 
Legation, claiming an asylum as political 
refugees. 

Minister Egan, who almost precipitated a 
war between the United States and Chill 
owing to his propensity for extending pro- 
tection to refugees of all kffids, took Fuentes 
and Holley into the Legation and on April 11 
visited President Montt and the Chiltan See- 
retary of Foreign Affairs and demanded 
safe conduct or the men. This was refused 
and acounter demand was made upon Min- 
ister Egan to surrender the men on 
the ground that they were common 
criminals and had been indicted by the 
Chilian courts for a criminal offense which 
could not be construed as political. 
Minister Egan refused to give up the refu- 
gees, whereupon, itis understood, the Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs directed Senor Ani- 
bal Cruz, the Charge d’ Affaires at Washing- 
ton, to ask Secretary Greshamtoorder Min- 
ister Egan to deliver up the alleged crimi- 
nals. Senor Cruz did so. Secretary Gresham 
asked Egan for the facts in the case, and as 
the Minister’s reply confirmed in part the 
statement made by Senator Cruz the order 
already described is said to have been sent 
to Egan. 

The United States has always been re- 
luctant to recognize the right of asylum in 
any but semi-barbarous countries. It is gen- 
erally conceded that the sheltering of polit- 
ical refugees during the recent Chilian war 
was of very doubtfal propriety. In any 
event, itis held, there is no excuse for con- 
verting the United States Legation into a 
permanent refuge for criminals. 

Minister Porter will start for Santiago earl 
next week. When he arrives there Patric 
Egan will no longer represent the United 
States in Chill. 


JUDGES WON'T GO. 


The Supreme Court Will Work Instead 
of Frolicing. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 19.—The Supreme 
Court of the United States will not attend the 
naval rendezvous at Hampton Roads. This 
decision of the court will be a surprise to 
many who expected to see the judges among 
the official spectators on the Government 


ships. It may be more of a surprise that the 
Court has decided to decline the invitations 
to the naval review at New York and to the 
opeming of the World’s Fair at Chicago as 
well. 

This decision has been arrived at by the 
Justices after that proper deliberation which 
marks all of their actions. All of the bust 
ness of that court and the inroads upon its 
work which these excursioaf's would make 
moved the Court to its determination to stay 
athome. The day set for adjournment is 
next Tuesday, and if the Justices of the 
court traveled down to Hampton Roads a 
large section would be taken from the little 
time left for this term. 

Although the Supreme Court Justices trav- 
eled out to Chicago onthe former excursion 
they did so after considerable hesitation and 
with doubt as to the wisdom of the prec- 
dent. This was in the nature of an inter- 
national affair in the eyes of the court and it 
was thought best to go. The Supreme 
Justices think, however, that the tribunal 
which they constitute is not sueh a body that 
its — — is necessary orto be expected 
on these festive occasions when the execu- 
tive and legislative representatives of the 
Government can do the honors, Consge- 
quently the invitations were declined.

Say that we were asking for a 
franchise, beneficial alike to the public as 
well as ourselves; that these public boodlers, 
like bold highwaymen, place themselves in 
our way and refuse to allow us to proceed 
untilwe have first submitted to their mer- 
cenary demands; that without their assent 
we must fail in our object and the enterprise 
come to naught—what moral guilt attaches 
if, rather than lose all, we submit to their 
demands! I know the law makes the bribe- 
giver’’ and ‘‘bribe-taker’’ equally guilty, 
but it does not say in letter or spirit that the 
victim of a gang ot highwaymen is gulity of 
complicity, even though, rather than give 
up all, he compromises with them and se- 
cures the right to proceed. No jury, Iam 
confident, would hold a franchise seeker 
guilty of bribery who, finding himself con- 
fronted dy a boodle combine, yielded to their 
demands, 

This is the favorite argument of unscru- 
pulous sophistry to justify the crime of 
bribery. It is the companionpiece to the 
plea of the boodling legislator that if he 
does not make something out of franchise 
granting the franchise grabber will get for 
nothing what he should pay the city a 
big price for. The franchise grabber is 
not the victim of the ‘‘gang of highway- 
men’’ who form a boodle combine, but 
a pal and accomplice.» The boodlers sell 
franchises for lesa than they are worth and 
enrich themselves and the franchise grab- 
bers pay the legislative tolls because they 
know they are getting the franchises for 
less than they are worth. The city is the 
victim and the bribe-givers and bribe- 
takers share the ‘‘swag’’ of which the 
city is robbed. 

The motive which prompts a franchise 
grabber to yield to the demands of the 
franchise boodler is not public spirit, but 
private greed. His willingness to bribe 
for his own gain, to cheat the city and 
enter into a secret agreement for that pur- 
pose is the opportunity of the boodle lob- 
byist who forms and controls the boodle 
combine. It is the tempting opportunity 
which makes the boodle combine prac- 
tically continuous no matter what changes 
are made in officials. 

The only relief for the city lies in the 
removal of the opportunity by an entire 
change of system. When there is a law 
forbidding the granting of franchises ex- 
cept on terms which will secure a fair re- 
turn to the eity of the profits accruing 
from the privileges, the franchise boodler 
and franchise grabber will cease to help 
each other to shares of the public plunder 
they now divide between them,

MISSOURI AND GROVER. 


Missouri Democracy’s harmonious agolid- 
ity in antagonizing Mr. Cleveland's anti- 
silver attitude has not survived his second 
inauguration. It now appears ti we 
have two sorts of bi-metallists in this State 
—a Cleveland sort, favoring bi-metallism 
on a strictly mono-metallic basis, with 
the present gold standard maintained at 
all hazards and at any cost, and another 
sort who want free coinage for both sil- 
ver and gold adjusted to the old silver dol- 
lar standard. 

The former believe with Cleveland that 
the gold dollar of this date is the only par 
dollar, and must be maintained as the 
standard of payment by stopping the coin- 
age of the ‘‘70-centdellars’’ and by buying 
gold toany necessary extent with 4-per- 
cent gold bonds. 

The others consider the silver dollar the 
true par dollar and the gold dollar a 130- 
cent dollar, made so by a fraudulent note- 
raising process of legislation, They care 
not how soon the cheaper coin drives the 
dearer one into the melting pot. That, 
they think, will remove the only obstacle 
to an abundant free coinage of both 
metals upon a parity basis, with our gold 
eoinage readjusted once more to the old 
silver dollar standard, 

The notes of a coming struggle between 
these two elements for contro! of the party 
and patronage in this State are already 
audible, and apparently a divided delega- 
tion in Congress will furnish -leaders for 
both sides in the persons of Congressmen 
Dockery and Bland, rival candidates of 
long standing for gubernatorial and sena- 
torial succession, 

The Kansas City Times, formerly a zeal- 
ous advocate of greenback inflation, free 
coinage for silver and all sorts af more 
money booms, has recently changed 
owners, derived new light from the Hast 
on the money question, and now, as a sort 
of Dockery family organ, is scoring Con- 
gressman Bland, Gov. Stone and the other 
leaders of Missouri Democracy for their 
financial] treasons in language that elicits 
great applause from Wall Street. The 
Times is as aggressive and confident as if 
assured that its goldbug crusade is under 
the personal direction of Mr. Cleveland 
and is to be supported with all his 
patronage. 

The Bt. Louis organ of the party is, on 
the other hand, steering as far west of 
Cleveland and Wall Street as possible, and 
tells us that the Kansas City organ ‘‘is 
now owned by a syndicate of money - lend · 
ers with uarters in New Hogland,’ 
who have on the concern and 
force it to speak for them rather than for 
Missouri Democracy. — 
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ticlans, with the editor of the Republic hold- 
ing fast to their coat-talls, will be going to 
Cleveland before the snows of December. 

Now if this 1s officialand Mr. Cleveland 
means business, there is likely to be some 
vigorous kicking against any marked 
orientation in the readjustment of Mis- 
souri Demogracy’s position en the ajlver 
question, and both the Republicans and 
the Populists will watch the readjustment 
with a keen interest in. the result. 


CHICAGO'S EUR DER. 


The news from Europe contains some 
discouraging information for the mana- 
gers of the World’s Fair. The bookings of 
the steamships are reported to show that 
scarcely any Europeans intend to visit 
this country during the Exposition. 
Berths are booked for the ocean liners up 
to late in the autumn, and the percentage 
of Europeans securing passage is so small 
as to be practically nothing. If Europeans 
were coming to the Exposition at all they 
would come during the approaching sum- 
mer and fall season of travel so that the 
evidence of the steamship bookings may 
be teken ag conclusive. 

The absence of European visitors means 
the failure in large measure of the chief 
purpose of the Columbian Exposition. The 
Fair may be made a financial success with 
American money, but the prime object of 
it was to bring foreigners to our shores to 
view the wonders of our progress, and 
stimulate our trade with the civilized na- 
tions of the world. With Europe away, 
the anticipated effect on our greatest mar- 
ket will be lost. 

This result, however, was to be expected. 
Chicago has only herself to blame De- 
spite warning after warning constantly 
repeated from the timeof the decision 
awarding her the exposition, she has 
persistently neglected the one thing need- 
fulto assurethe attendance of foreigners 
and the Fair’s unqualified success. Neither 
labor nor means have been spared to make 
the Fair attractive and the won- 
ders of the world will be gath- 
ered in an exposition surpassingly 
beautiful in grounds and buildings. The 
attractions of the Fair have been widely 
advertised, but with the advertisement of 
ite attractiveness has gone out information 
of Chicago’s unhealthfulness. The dan- 
gers that lurk in the water supply of the 
city, the foulness of the sewers, the vile 
odors arising from the sewage-choked 
river and lake front, the filth of the streets 
and alleys have been described in nearly 
every newspaper of the world, The most 
widely read and copied article relating to 
the Fair was an analysis of Chicago water 
showing it toe full of disease germs, pub- 
lished in the ading scientific journal of 
London. ’ 

Chicago could have profitably duplicated 
the cost of the Fair in expenditures for 
sanitary improvements drawn from her 
own revenues. She cannot now repair the 
damage done through her neglect, but she 
must take necessary precautions to prevent 
conditions which would be fatal to any 
success. The danger of an epidemic must 
be avoided at any cost.

After years of service the old engine, in the 
early 60s, was side-tracked in Bordentown. 
In 1876 it was oiled up, fred up and taken to 
the Centennial Exposition in Philadelphia, 
where it attracted much attention. After 
that John Bull found rest and pleasant quar- 
ters in Bordentown until 1893, when it was 
again brought out and taken to the Chicago 
Exposition of Railway Appliances. After 
this the Pennsylvania Railroad Co. gave the 
old locomotive to the United States, and 
since then John Bull has held a prominent 

lace in the National Museum at Washing- 

on. For the present purpose the locomotive 
is borrowed by the Pennsylvania company 
through T. N. Ely, Chief of Motive Power, 
who has charge of the company’s exhibit at 
the Chicago Exposition. 

The engine was taken to Jersey City about 
three weeks ago, overhauled and put in con- 
dition for the most momentous trip of its 
eventfulcareer. In a trial trip, which took 
place last week, the rheumatic machine 
acted like an old war-horse at the sound of 
martial music.

| taken at Mina Aris of the sun’s eclipse. He 


reports that the day broke absolutely per- 
fect, without the faintest cloud during the 
entire period ofthe eclipse. The first con- 
tact, when the edge of the moon began to 
touch the edge ofthe sun, occurred at 7h. 
lim. 66. a. m. The second contact, 

when the eclipse became total, 
was at 8h. 19m. .9s. The third contact, 
marking the cessation of the total phase, 
was registered at 8h. Am. 59s., and the final 
contact, at which the moon left the sun’s 

disc, at 9h. 80m. 10s. All these periods are in 

local time. Forty minutes after the first 
contact, about 7:57 a. m., the light 
of the sun was observed changing to a sickly 
yellow nue, and there was a perceptible 
though faint chill of the air. Twenty min- 
utes later the corona révealed a round moon 
before the obscuration had become total. 

During the period of totality,there were in the 
east and west dark lines like rain clouds 
lowering on the horizon. The colors were 
yellow and faint orange in tint, light, re- 
sembling that of faint dawn. But generally 
it was less dark than at past eclipses. Prof. 
Albrech took observations ata point 900 feet 
higher t han Prof. Pickering. His data was 
scant, having been obtained only through 
the telescope. 

The temperature fell 8 deg. during to- 
tality. It was specially notable, the ob- 
server considers, that the condensed shadow 
bands or ‘‘fringes’’ were similar to hot air 

waves over an over or rippleson a pond, 

having the velocity of a fast walk. None of 
them was more than two inches in breadth. 

They were from one to three feet apart. 
They were seen before and after totality; 

before totality they were faint. The direc- 
tions of movement were variable. 

Prof. Pickering says that the results of 
photographs obtained with the differential 
spectroscope give twenty lines, the ‘‘revers- 
ing layer“ of the solar atmosp here—the 
shadow stratum of gas lying right above the 
photosphere and Known to contain the 
vapors of many elements commonly found on 
our globe, 

Twelve of these brilliant colored spectral 
lines were seen through thetelescope. This 
is the first time that these lines have been 
successfu lly photographed. Prof. Pickering 
also says that the entire spectroscopic and 
coronal photographs taken on Sunday are 
very satisfactory and promise to yield im- 
portant data. Thi rty-four seconds before the 
eclipse became total two rays of light were 
seen issuing from the cusps, the terminal 
points corresponding to the horns of the new 
moon and the cusps were observed in violent 
motion. 

Before totality the corona showed a conl- 
cal structure with a network of filaments vis- 
ible tothe naked eye. They were four light 
streamers from thecorona; the two upper 
were shorter than the lower ones. Seven 
prominences were observed. Douglas esti- 
mates that they attained a height of 800,- 
000 miles. 

The interesting spectroscope showed red 
and yellow lines two green lines and one 
blue in the corona. The prominences were 
Ane and well photographed. The corona was 
unusually brilliant, with much detali. The 
expedition is satisfied with the photographic 
results. Photographs taken with a double 
image prisim were secured.

Paul was a long, thin player, 
resembiing Long John Rielly, Ohariley 
Comiskey’s predecessor on the initial Dag 
with Cincinnat!. Besides being an excellent 
felaer, McKianan was a strong Datsman. 
Fred Dunlap was, in those days, the king of 
second basemen and he truly dia Know 
how to cover that position. His equal never 
turned up since. Glasscock was in his prime 
then, and itis hardly necessary to state that 
no short stop ever covered the posstion since 
the game has become a national sport, 
as Jack has since he first attracted 
attention with the Cleveland Club. Jerry 
Denny’s equal asathird baseman did not 
exist in those days, and his work with the 
old Providence champions and afterwards, 
while wearing a Maroon uniform, was worth 
going miles to witness. Duniap, after the 
Maroons disbanded, was with Detroit, Pitts- 
burg and Washington fora while. He broke 
his leg while playing withthe Senators and 
then retired. Denny went to Indianapolis 


with Glasscock and from there to New York. 
After he was released by the New York 
management he went to California, where 
he played last season. He is now with one 
ofthe Southern League teams. 

Manager Watkins expects his quartette to 
put upas good a game, if not better, than 
the big four did while with the Maroons, This 
is expecting a great deal, and if Col. Wat- 
kins’ hopes are only half realized, the local 
fans wili be jubilant. 

The Browns, especially Brodie, Griffin and 
Werden, are showing up particularly strong 
with the stick in their preliminary work with 
the local amateur teams, and tt is to 
be hoped they will continue ‘the pace when 
the regular season is inaugurated. Neither 
Brodie or Werden realized expectations. as 
far as their —— was concerned last 
season, bnt this is no reason why they 
should not do just the oposite this year.
